3—To see if the town will vote to raise money for Old 
Home Day. 

4—T'o see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
highways and raise money for same. 

5—To see what sum the town will vote for cemeteries. 

6—To see if the town will vote a discount on all taxes paid 
on or before July Ist. 

7—To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
Memorial day.
